THE OVERALL WORKLOAD AT THIS POST CAN BE EXPECTED TO 
INCREASE STEADILY IN MOST CATEGORIES OF SERVICES. IT IS 
SUGGESTED THAT THE FY-1978 CONSULAR PACKAGE (76 KUALA 
LUMPUR 2924) BE REVIEWED CONCURRENTLY WITH THIS SUBMISSION 
TO OBTAIN A MORE COMPREHENSIVE OVERVIEW OF OUR CONSULAR 
SITUATION.!. STUDENT VISAS. 

FACTORS INFLUENCING STUDENT VISA APPLICATION INCREASE 
ARE: (1) AUSTRALIAN AND NEW ZEALAND GOVERNMENT QUOTAS, 

(2) INCREASED COST OF STUDY IN UNITED KINGDON, (3) LIMITED 
AVAILABILITY OF LOCAL INSTITUTIONS WHICH ARE ABLE ACCOM- 
MODATE ONLY APPROX. 25 PERCENT OF OTHERWISE ELIGIBLE STUDENTS, 

AND (4) INCREASING DESIRE OF NON-ETHNIC MALAY PATENTS TO 
PLACE THEIR CHILDREN IN U.S. SCHOOLS BECAUSE OF MALAY 
LANGUAGE REQUIREMENTS AND OTHER SOCIAL AND CULTURAL

III. REFUGEES. 

THE ARRIVAL OF INDOCHINESE REFUGEES CONTINUES TO 
BE ONE OF THE MOST SERIOUS PROBLEMS AFFECTING TO VARYING 
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DEGREES NEARLY EVERY SECTION OE THE EMBASSY. THE 
CONSULAR SECTION HAS HAD TO DREW ON ASSISTANCE EROM 
AMB/DCM, POL, ECON, USIS, ADM, AND GSO TO TRY TO KEEP 
PACE WITH THE DEMANDS IN CARRYING OUT THE POST'S "HUMANI- 
TARIAN" RESPONSIBILITIES. UP TO TWO, SOMETIMES THREE 
OEFICERS FROM SECTIONS MENTIONED HAVE BEEN CALLED UPON 
TO SPEND ON MORE THAN ONE OCCASION UP TO TWO WEEKS TRAVEL- 
ING TO SUCH WIDELY-SCATTED SITES AS LABUAN, BINTULU, 

PULAU BESAR, TRENGGANU AND MERSING AT SISTANCES OE EROM 
A LEW HUNDRED MILES TO OVER 1200 MILES (BORNEO) DISTANT. 
INTERVIEWING, EOLLOW-UP DRAETING OP CABLES, PALCON NOME- 
CHECKS, SETTING UP PILES, COORDINATION AND LIAISON WITH 
GOM, UNHCR, RED CROSS, ETC. HAS CONSUMED AN INESTIMABLE 
MAN-HOUR DRAIN ON THE WHOLE EMBASSY. IN THE FY-1978 
PACKAGE IT WAS GROSSLY UNDERESTIMATED THAT APPROX. 250 
INDOCHINESE REPUGEES WOULD ARRIVE IN MALAYSIA FROM VIETNAM 
ANNUALLY AFTER TERMINATION OP THE EPP PROGRAM. GOM, 

UNHCR AND EMBASSY NOW AGREE THAT THERE ARE CURRENTLY OVER 
1500 REFUGEES IN MALAYSIA, MOST OP WHOM HAVE ARRIVED IN 
LAST SIX MONTHS ALTER NOMSOON SEASON. ARRIVALS ARE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EXPECTED TO CONTINUE UNTIL OCT-NOV, WHICH IN LL LIKLIHOOD 
WILL RESULT IN TOTAL APPROACHING 2000-2200 PLUS. ESTIMATE 
IS THAT 95 PERCENT WOULD OPT TO GO TO U.S. IF POSSIBLE. UNDER 
CURRENT CRITERIA CONSIDERING PAST EXPERIEICE, IT APPEARS 
APPROX. 40-50 PERCENT WILL QUALITY POR U.S. BASED ON RECENT 
SURVEY AND INTERVIEWS, INS OFPICER PROM HONG KONG OP 
OPINION THAT REPUGEE MOVEMENT FROM MALAYSIA WILL BE 
ALMOST NIL DURING COMING MONTHS UNLESS CONSULAR SECTION 
IS BOLSTERED BY AT LEASE ONE ADDITIONAL PERMENENT OPFICER 
WHO CAN DEVOT 100 PERCENT OP HIS TIME TO REPUGEE PROGRAM. 

-.?- ADOR HAS CONCURREND AND REQUESTED POSITION PROM DEPT.: 
CONSUL GENERAL HONG KONG, BASED ON HIS KNOWLEDGE OP SITU- 
ATION AND AS REPORTED BY TDY CONSOLE AND INS OFPICER, HAS 
SUPPORTED OUR REQUEST. REPUGEE PROBLEM'S EFPECTS EXPECTED 
CONTINUE INDEPINITELY. 

IT IS ROUGHLY ESTIMATED THAT PROCESSING REPUGEES PROM 
ARRIVAL IN COUNTRY UNTIL DEPARTURE POR U.S. REQUIRES AT 
A MINIMUM AT LEAST TWICE THE EPFORT AND PAPERWORK PROCESS- 
ING NEEDED TO PROCESS A NORMAL IMMIGRANT VISA CASE. 

REASONS: TRAVEL TO REFUGEE CAMPS AT 10-12 ISOLATED SITES 
IN PENINSULAR MALAYSIA AND BORNEO, INTERVIEWS, COMPILING 
DOCUMENTS, COMMUNICATIONS WITH DEPT., AMCROSS, INS, ICEM: 
NAMECHECKS, PINGERPRINTS, PHOTOGRAPHS, MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS, 
LIAISON WITH UNHCR, MALAYSIA GOVT., ETC. 

IV. CONSULAR TRAVEL. 

CONSULAR TRAVEL IS USUALLY PERFORMED ON AN AD HOC 
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BASIS. INSPECTORS HAVE RECOMMENDED VISITATION TO EAST 
MALAYSIA (BORNEO) AT LEAST TWICE YEARLY. IDELA WOULD BE 
TRIP EVERY 3 TO 4 MOMTHS. TO PERFORM SERVICES ADEQUATELY,

AS REQUIRED BY DEPT TO PRISONER IN ALOR STAR, KEDAH, FOR 
EXAMPLE REQUIRES 3- HOUR AIRFLIGHT EACH WAY, COMBINED WITH 
LIMITED SCHEDULING, WOULD RESULT IN CONSOFF BEING ABSENT 
FROM SECTION TWO FULL DAYS PER MONTH. OFFICERS FROM OTHER 
SECTIONS ARE UTILIZED FOR JAIL VISITATION WHEN POSSIBLE, 

BUT SCTION IS UNABLE DEPEND ON ASSISTANCE BEING REGULARLY 
AVAILABLE. 

VI. PASSPORT SERVICES. 

PASSPORT AND CITIZENSHIP SERVICES, ESPECIALLY FOR 
THOSE LOCATED IN EAST MALAYSIA (BORNEO) CONTINUES CREATE 
PROBLEM IN PROVIDING PROMPT, SATISFACTORY SERVICE BECAUSE 
OF DISTANCE INVOLVED, MAIL DALAYS APPLICATNS USUALLY 
SUBMITTING INCOMPLETE OR UNACCEPTABLE SUPPORTING DOCU- 
MENTATION. (SEE FY-I978 CONSULAR PACKAGE). 

VII. VISITORS. 

OUR "TICK " SYSTEM SHOWS THAT APPROX. 45 PERSONS 
VISIT THE CONSULAR SECTION DAILY FOR SERVICES. TELE- 
PHONE CALLS ARE UP FROM 35 TO 45/50 PER DAY.

VIII. STAPFING. 

A JUNIOR OFFICER HAS BEEN ASSIGNED TO THE SECTION 
DURING THE APR-OCT '' STUDENT/VISITOR'' SEASON PRINCIPALLY 
TO HANDLE NIV APPLICATIONS. HE PREVIOUSLY HAS BEEN 
ACTIVELY INVOLVED IN REFUGEE PROCESSING ALTHOUGH 
OSTENSIBLY ASSIGNED DIURING THE LAST YEAR TO THE GSO, 

ADM, AND POL SECTIONS. THREE OTHER OPPICERS WITH CON- 
SULAR COMMISSIONS ARE AVAILABLE POR EMERGENCY RPT 
EMERGENCY BACKUP. OFPICERS HAVE LIMITED PREVIOUS EXPER- 
IENCE (MOSTLY NIV'S), AND AN ECONOMIC OFPICER ON PIRST 
TOUR WITH CONSULAR HAS EXPERIENCE ONLY IN NIV'S. BECAUSE 
OP THEIR OTHER RESPONSIBILITIES, THEY ARE ABLE PROVIDE 
ONLY LIMITED ASSISTANCE. THE PRMANENT AMERICAN OFPICER 
POSITION REQUESTED IN THE FY-1978 CONSULAR PACKAGE IS 
STILL URGENTLY REQUIRED, AS WELL AS P PULL-TIME OPFICER 
TO WORK ON REPUGEES POR AN INDEFINITE PERIOD. 

PACTORS COMPLICATING ROUTINE WORK RESPONSIBILITIES. 

AMERICANS: 

AS NOTED INPORMALLY DURING PEB 1977 POST INSPECTION, 

CONSULAR WORK IS BECOMING INCREASINGLY COMPLICATED BY 
CONSTANTLY CHANGING REGULATIONS, INTERPRETATION OP LAW, 

UNCLASSIFIED
